or NATO operations. "This is the 
time to prevent the proliferation 
of nuclear weapons," Douglas em- 
phasized. 

Douglas said that automation, 
and inadequate placement and 
retraining programs are contri- 
buting to unemployment and loss 
of needed skilled worlcers. "We 
have a completely unbalanced 
economy," he said. 

He noted further that "if we 
had full employment iq Canada, 
we could increase the gross na- 
tional product by $4 billion a 
year." Tlie Economic Council of 
Canada, the Municipal Loan 
Fund, and the Industrial Develop- 
ment Fund which the Liberals, 
were committed to set up were 
programs the NDP had original- 
ly advocated, Douglas declared. 

Portable pensions - 

Dealing with the controversial 
contributory portable pension 
plan, Douglas said that it was a 
beneficial welfare plan when or- 
iginally drawn up by Health and 
Welfare Minister Judy La Marsh. 

He said that, under pressure 
from private insurance companies 
which found the plan too attract- 
ive and disadvantageous to them,

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Leadership wanted 

At McGill University it has always been 
fàshioriàblle to deride the people who hold 
the "power" positions, the chairmanships, 
the Presidencies and the editorial jobs in the 
Students' Society. They form a supposedly 
self-perpetuating in-group, where friends 
who are influential . reward each other with 
better jobs, cocktail parties and lavish 
awards. 

As with most facile arguments, this one 
contains one major fallacy. There are, almost 
invariably more jobs waiting to be done than 
there are people willing to do them and any 
person who wants to work will be quickly 
accepted. Paradoxically enough, the "power 



elite" actually places ads in the Daily literally 
asking people to join its ranks. 

In the past week, and indeed in today's 
Daily, the Executive Applications Director pf 
the SEC has invited applications for the top 
positions in a host of activities ranging from 
the Chairmanship of the Blood Drive, MCWA, 
and Campus Chest to the Producer of the Red 
and White Revue and the Editor of Forge. 
Interested parties are asked to fill out simple 
forms, following which they will be called 
for interviews by a committee of the SEC, 

The entire process is painless. While pre- 
vious experience in the activity is preferable 
for obvious reasons, enthusiastic individuals 
are always welcomed. Nevertheless, the re- 
sponse to the notices in the Daily has been 



very disappointing. With the exception of a 
very few positions for which there have been 
several applications, many posts have attract- 
ed no one. If this continues, the past chair- 
men of the activities In question or other 
people who are interested in the future of 
the Students' Society, will have to go looking 
for their successors. When this, happens, a 
certain aniount of Inbreeding is certain to 
result, and no one who is not prepared to 
make a contribution has any right to com- 
plain. 

The extra-curricular activities program at 
McGill offers those who participate, valuable 
experience in a very wide variety of under- 
takings. Only an Individual who Involves 
himself to some degree Is likely to actually 
discover the cosmopolitan nature of our 
university, to meet the fascinating people 
who inhabit or visit McGill and, above all, 
learn to deal . with others, in demanding 
situations. 

The response 'to the advertisements which 
ore appearing In the Doily will determine 
the success or failure of nexfyear's activities. 
There ore assuredly many people at McGill 
capable of playing a leadership role in extra- 
curricular activities. We hope that some of 
them will respond to these requests for help. 
The Students' Society carl be as strong or 
weak as we will make It.

Conservative 
reaction 

Dear Sir : 

As a con'servàtive American I 
wish to express my- opinions in 
respect to your editorial — "A 
Disastrous Alternative". 

I'he United States, in assuming 
responsibility for the security of 
the free world, ' realizes its pri- 
mary obligation must be to main- 
tain its own domestic stability. 
Conservatives believe that res- 
trictions on foreign aid arc ne- 
cessary for a speedy resolution of 
internal problems. A decrease in 



foreign aid, leading io a, lowering 
of -the tax rate, when combined 
with a decrease in governmental 
control of business ; could con- 
ceivably lead to a decrease in un- 
employment. . The feasibility, of 
this plan is as great as that of 
the liberal policy to destroy en- 
terprises capable of employing a ' 
large working force. 

The most controversial issue 
on a national scale is that of civil 
rights. To clarify a point, the 
conservative docs not wish to op- 
press the Negro. As Senator 
Goldwatcr has said : "The con- 
science of the Conservative is 
pricked by anyone who would de- 
base the dignity of the individual 
human being," The conservative 
is not against the integration of 
schools, what he objects to is its 
forceful institution by the fede- 
ral government in defiance of 
the Constitution. Those of liberal 
persuasion believe this method of 
Integration is justified through 
the interpretation of the Consti- 
tution by the Supreme Court 
(Brown vs. Board of Education, 
1D54). The problem, however, is 
that the Constitution delegates 
the control of education to the 
States. Conservatives feel the re- 
peated intrusion by the Supreme 
Court into the legislative branch 
of the government, where unre- 
strained, can serve only to un- 
dermine the authority of the 
Constitution as the law of the 
land. If there is a human right 
which is not a civil right (i.e. pro- 
tected by a law), let's amend the 
Constitution, not ignore it. 

Finally, I would like to reply 
to your uncalled for, melodrama- 
tic exhortation to The Lord. I 
assure you, so that you may sleep 
well, that if God was with us 
during Jp.Din.'s term of office. 
He certainly won't desert us now.

Insurance plan 
deceptive 

Dear Sir : 

During the month of January 
of each year, many fortunate Mc- 
Gill students find in their mail 
a letter from the Canadian Pre- 
mier Life Insurance Company ad- 
vertising their Major Medical Ac- 
cident and Sickness Plan for uni- 
versity students. This Group Plan 
was appiovcd and adopted by the 
McGill Students' Society, and to 



prove this, the Company encloses 
a letter of recommendation sign- 
ed by SEC President, Mr. Gordon. 

I am all for this Plan. Among 
its numerous merits, its low cost 
is outstanding. It advertises for 
a "24 hours a day... all ytar 
round, including summer vaca- 
tion" coverage, and one need not 
even prove that his or her phys- 
ical shape is In insurable condi- 
tion at the time of taking out 
the policy. 

One thing, however, bothers 
me about this isurance. In the 
letter of recommendation (dated 
January 1964), and the Com- 
pany's brochure describing the 
policy, the following is stated : 

'The coverage will become ef- 
fective on the 1st day of October 
1963, or on the date your signed 
application and premium Is re- 
ceived at the Montreal Offico 
of Canadian Premier Life, which- 
tver it latest. . ." 

Considering that the applica- 
tion forms are mailed out about 
mid-January, there Is no ques- 
tion as to which event will be 
"latest".. In effect, the student 
who applies for the policy is 
insured from the end of January 
to October Ist of the same year. 
Little computation shows that the 
student is insured only thr«« out 
of Mven months of a university 
year. 

"But:cWhat about those five 
dreary summer months when the 
accident .'prone, student spends 
more time around the house 
(where. most accidents occur any- 
how)? isn't the feeling of secur* 
ity of being Insured wortli It all? 
For some, yes. Uttle thought 
shows that the majority of stu- 
dents do not need the above- 
mentioned Insurance Plan during 
the summer, months. Some stu- 
dents go abroad, where policy is 
ineffective (except in USA), and 
others are employed by com- 
panies which usually have their 
own accident insurance system.' 

Thus the YEAR-ROUND, full 
co\'crage insurance plan boils 
down to three months: February 
to April, during which time the 
student is much too busy to get 
involved in accidents, anyway. 

Tlie point I want to make with 
all this should be clear by now; 
— the above facts seem to indi- 
cate that the SEC did not fully 
Investigate the terms of this In- 



surance Flan, but let- its name 
and its President's signature be 
used for an advertising gimmick. 

If this is the case, I do not 
blame the present administration 
only. They merely copied the 
letters of recommendation from 
previous years. And so did 40 
other universities throughout Ca- 
nada. I, do not blame the Insur- 
ance Company either. They would 
probably go broke if they had to 
• pay for all the accidents from 
October to January inclusive 
(these wonderful months include 
such light extracurricular activ- 
ities as football, rugger, hockey, 
skiing; etc.) 

I will restate my previous state- 
ment now: — I am all for such 
insurance plan. Yes, I do think 
it is necessary for students to 
have accident and sickness insur- 
ance, and I do agree that it is the 
responsibility of the Students' 
Society (o arrange for such to be 
available at the lowest possible 
cost. The Group Plan offered by 



Canadian Premier Life Is clearly 
insufficient. 

The situation could be easily 
corrected to the satisfaction of 
all involved: the student, the Stu- 
dents' Society, and the Insurance 
Company. The solution lies with- 
in a minute's thought. Since it is 
difficult to mail out application 
forms early in October, due to 
all the formalities involved with 
registration, why not make the 
ternis of the Insurance read: — 
Policy expires January 31st of 
following year, provided that the 
student is still attending univer- 
sity at that time. . 

In conclusion, for the student's 
sake, I sincerely expect imme- 
diate action in this matter. To 
this effect, I have written to the 
Insurance Company also, but I 
believe that it Is up to the Stu- 
dents' Societies of . the univers- 
ities involved to correct the situ- 
ation.

I'EcoIe des Hautes Etudes Com- 
merciales and founder of Que- 
bec's oldest existing separatist 
group, l'Alliance Laurcntienne, 
spoke in French on the topic 
"Who are the Separatists?". 

The crises and internal con- 
flicts which are currently pla- 
guing the various separatist mo- 
vements were acknowledged by 
Barbeau, biit newspapers, as 
pawns of the political parties, 
have exaggerated the situation. 

Unity among the various 
groups is not considered impor- 
tant by Barbeau until indepen- 
dence is achieved. 

In spite of a certain amount of 
confusion,' he believes that every- 
thing isrgpingjin-the direction 
of the Ufaieration'/bf- Quebec, and 
that everything is going badly 
in Ottawa. 

As proof of separatism's pro; 
grcss Barbeau cited the Chambre 
de Commerce des Jeunes du Qué- 
bec, which has decided to brealc 
ail tics with the pan-Canadian 
institution. 

Barbeau also noted the emer- 
gence of separatist factions in 
the Liberal Party, and the NDP's 
inability to hold on to its Que- 
bec riding. He was confident that 
Social Credit would become se- 
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years if their demands were not 
met by Ottawa. 

Separatist groups should not 
only make propaganda for sepa- 
ratism, but in addition shouldtry 
to bring this spirit to the sur- 
face. 

Cultural revolution 

Outward evidence of separa- 
tism could lead to a sorely needed 
cultural revolution in Quebec. 
The pulling power of Quebec in- 
tellectuals, the Créditistes, the 
Union Nationale, and the Partie 
Socialiste du Québec can ultima- 
tely bring about a free and se- 
parate French Canada. .
